An Ordinance to amend Section 2-152 of the Code of Ordinances of
the City of Atlanta so as to increase the number of employees
employed by Councilmemers who are entitled to receive benefits

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

ATLANTA, GEORGIA as follows:

Section 1: That Sec. 2-152(b) Council assistants which reads:

(b)  Number of assistants per councilmember; salaries. Each
councilmember shall be entitled to employ up to two senior
city council assistants or up to two special city council
assistants and such other city council assistants as deemed
necessary. Each such employee shall be paid on an hourly
or salary basis, as determined by each such councilmember,
provided the aggregate compensation on behalf all such
employees, including the cost of any benefits provided by
the city, shall not exceed the total of the amount
appropriated for such purpose plus any amount carried over
from previous years in accordance with section 2-39(e). No
more than two employees of whatever category of each
councilmember shall be entitled to benefits.

is hereby amended to read as follows:

(b)

Sec. 2-152. Council assistants.

Number of assistants per councilmember; salaries. Each
councilmember shall be entitled to employ up to three senior city
council assistants or up to two special city council assistants and
such other city council assistants as deemed necessary. Each such
employee shall be paid on an hourly or salary basis, as determined
by each such councilmember, provided the aggregate
compensation on behalf all such employees, including the cost of
any benefits provided by the city, shall not exceed the total of the
amount appropriated for such purpose plus any amount carried
over from previous years in accordance with section 2-39(e). No
more than three employees of whatever category of each
councilmember shall be entitled to benefits.

Section 2: That all ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict
herewith are hereby repealed.
